Knights’ liquor operations curtailed 


The Wilmington Knights of Colum- 
bus are beginning to feel the pinch of 
the state Alcholic Beverages Control 
Commission's (ABCC) recent deci- 
sion to deny them a liquor license. 

According to Knights’ Financial 
Secretary Dick Duggan, the organiza- 
tion will comply with the decision, 
‘even though they don’t agree with it. 
Liquor sales at the facility ceased as 
of October 29. As a result at least one 
function, a Democratic Town Com- 
mittee dance, has been cancelled and 
others are likely to follow. 

The Knights were one of three 
fraternal organizations in town to app- 
ly for a license under the newly es- 
tablished club license category. The 
Wilmington board of selectmen ap- 
proved all three applications which in- 
cluded, besides the Knights, the Sons 
of Italy on Ballardvale Street and the 
Shtiners of Fordham Road. 

After a July hearing before the 
ABCC, however, the Knights’ license 
application was denied while the other 
two were approved. 

In the decision handed down by the 
ABCC, the main reason cited for the 
denial was that the Knights had been 
selling liquor illegally. However, both 
other clubs have also been operating 
in the same manner and both were 
granted licenses by the ABCC. 

To complicate matters further, 
there are at the present time two 
other organizations in town which sell 
liquor at functions and neither has 
applied for or received a license. 

“Tt sort of leaves a bad taste in my 
mouth,”’ said Duggan, ‘‘but the 
Knights of Columbus will conform 
with the law whether they agree with 
it or not.”

Duggan said he did not believe his 
organization was willfully violating 
the law. Because of the amount of 
confusion surrounding the licensing 
question and because of the approval 
of the selectmen of the Knights’ 
application on three separate oc- 
casions, he said, the Knights assimed 
the actual granting of the license hing- 
ed on technicalities. 

Like many other organizations in 
town, the Knights operated without a 
license for many years. There were 
no licenses in town other than for 
package stores. 

When the town voted to allow func- 
tion licenses, the Knights, the 
Shriners and the Sons of Italy all 
applied and were given the nod of ap- 
proval by the selectmen. The ABCC, 
however, then ruled that function hall 
licenses were not valid and club 
licenses were what was needed. 

Last year, the town voted to es- 
tablish a category for club liquor 
licenses and the three organizations 
again applied. This time only the 
Knights’ application was denied by 
the ABCC. 

In its decision, the ABCC also stated 
that, although it did not normally 
overturn a decision by a local board, 
in this case the favorable vote by the 
selectmen could not be considered a 
true vote without bias because all 
members of the board of selectmen 
are also members of the Knights of 
Columbus. 

Selectman Rocco DePasquale, a 
member of the Sons of Italy as well as 
the Knights of Columbus, said that he 
disagreed with the ABCC’s reasoning 
that a conflict of interest existed. 
Although it is true, he said, that the

five selectmen all are members of the 
Knights of Columbus, several also 
belong to the Sons of Italy and various 
veterans organizations. 

One selectman was cited in the 
ABCC decision as having purchased 
liquor at the Knights of Columbus Hall 
a factor, according to the ABCC, in 
the denial 

I am sure the selectmen have also 
purctiased drinks at the Sons of Italy 
Hall, said DePasquale. 

One other factor which may or may 
not have contributed to the ABCC’s 
decision is the fact that over the years 
the Knights of Columbus Hall has 
been the target of complaints from 
residents of nearby School Street Ex- 
tension. 

DePasquale said he believed that 
many of the complaints are un- 
warranted. He recalled an incident he 
witnessed where a police officer in a 
cruiser was told over the radio to in- 
vestigate a disturbance at the club 
The officer responded that he was 
already at the location and knew of no 
disturbance. 

DePasquale also said he believed 
that the ABCC’s decision was “unfair 
and unjust.” The Knights, who hold 
an average of two functions a week, 
will lose a great deal of revenue 
because of the ruling, he said 

‘The organization last year donated 
over $12,000 to charity 

DePasquale is also the chairman of 
the Town Democratic Committee. He 
said he was forced to cancel a ‘‘meet 
the candidates" dance slated for this 
weekend at the club even though the 
Committee was committed to 200 
tickets and the orchestra. 

“People who bought tickets would

be very disappointed that they 
couldn't buy a drink," he said 

One function that is still on the 
agenda and will not be cancelled, ac- 
cording to Duggan is a fundraiser be- 
ing held to aid the family of special 
police officer Dan Dalton who was 
seriously injured in an automobile ac- 
cident several weeks ago. No liquor 
will be sold at the function. However, 
liquor has been donated by several in- 
dividuals and will be available under 
an “open bar" arrangement. 


In the future, said Duggan, all fune- 
tions will operate on a “bring your 
own ligour” arrangement, which is 
allowable under the law. 

‘The Knights do not believe that the 
situation is hopeless, however. Accor- 
ding to Duggan, the ABCC inferred in 
its decision that after a period of 
‘clean hands,” or compliance with 
the law, it would reconsider the 
Knights’ license application. Until 
that time, Duggan said, the organiza- 
tion of more than 400 members will be 
“putting its house in order." 


Duggap said that he had spoken to 
Father “Mackin, of St. Thomas 
Church, Tuesday afternoon about the 
matter. 

“Father Mackin feels the Knights of 
Columbus are alive and well and can 
make some adjustments in their 
operation to comply with the law," he

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Present open campus 


policy to

After listening to a statistically con- 
vincing report on the lack of study hall 
space, the School Committee rejected 
a motion last week that would have 
furthe restricted the high school's 
open campus policy. 

Under discussion was a motion 
made by Committeeman Phil Fenton 
at a September 13 meeting which 
directed the school administration to 
formulate plans to eliminate use of 
the town common as a “staging area" 
for students. 

Although Fenton's motion avoided 
specific language, Fenton had made it 
clear his objective was to- offer open » 
campus privileges (independent study 
time) to only those students who 
achieved passing grades in all sub- 
jects. 

In his report, High School Principal 
George Eisenberg told Committee 
members that in order to accom- 
modate all the students involved, 10 
additional classrooms would be re- 
quired during seven periods of the 
eight-period day. 

His recommendation, he said, was 
to retain the present practice, in- 
stituted only this September, which 
prohibits students failing two or more 
subjects from participating in the 
open campus program. 

Under the present policy, freshmen 
are also denied open campus 
privileges and must attend regularly.. 
scheduled study halls. 

By allowing freshmen to participate 
in the open campus program, 
Eisenberg said, he could ‘‘statistical- 
ly speaking" accommodate students 
failing one or more subjects. 
However, he said, he did not recom- 
mend that. 

“One thing parents have told me 
over the years is to keep freshmen in 
the building,” he said. 

Other alternatives to retaining the 
present practice, according to 
Eisenberg, would be the placing of 
students in the auditorium on a man- 
datory basis, the split use of the 
auditorium and the cafeteria or use of 
outside areas on school grounds only. 
This last, he said, would “lead to kids 
going off into the woods."” 

Soon, because of approaching 
winter weather, students will 
probably begin spending more time 
indoors anyway. This, according to 
Eisenberg, is a time when “tensions 
begin to rise within the confined 
area.” 

‘At this time of year,"’ he said, “we 
develop our fights and our locker line- 
up.

For this reason, he said, he was 
forced to deny a request of Director of 
Physical Education Jim Martin to use 
the small cafeteria for physical 
education programs. 

Another goal of the high school ad- 
ministration, to eliminate use of the 
auditorium as a study hall, was ac- 
complished this fall for the first time 
in several years, Eisenberg said 

At the Wednesday, October 25 
meeting, Fenton defended his motion 
saying he regarded it as ‘‘a 
motivational tool’’ to get grades up. 

“We are dealing with a problem 
that is setting a standard and I don't 
think we should set a standard too 
low."’ he said. 

Calling the situation a “hideous 
one’ he further commented that, to 
people driving by the common, “it 
looks like the high school can't control 
the kids."" 

School Committee Chairman Lester 
White took exception to his remarks, 
however, saying he didn’t think it was 
hideous at all. ‘I kind of enjoy seeing 
the kids out there,” he said. 

Several teachers, parents and 
students were present at the meeting 
to hear thé open campus discussion. 

One teacher who spoke up said she 
believed limiting use of the common 
to students passing all subjects would 
create added pressure on students not 
to take difficult courses. 

After 45 minutes of discussion, 
Committeeman John Brooks made a 
motion that the School Committee ap- 
prove the high school administration's 
recommendation to retain the current 
practice. His motion passed on a five 
to one vote, with only Fenton voting 
negatively. 

As a further safeguard, Eisenberg 
said he would ask for a volunteer from 
his staff to monitor the common dur- 
ing lunch periods. 

‘One other, little-known fact brought 
out at the meeting by Fenton was that 
parents presently have the right to 
request that their children not be 
allowed independent study time if 
they wish to do so. 

Also at the meeting, the School 
Committee approved travel plans for 
three high school groups, During 
April vacation next year, a group of 
French students will visit Paris, a 
group of Spanish students will visit 
Madrid and the Travel Club will tour 
Disney World. All the trips will be 
heavily chaperoned. 

In other business, the Committee 
denied, on a 3-3 vote, a motion by 
Committeeman James Demos to 
provide free coffee to school 
volunteers. 

We are talking about $600 or $700 
more on a $7 million budget, Demos 
rationalized, "It is a mockery that we 
can't give these people at least a de- 
cent cup of coffee.” 

Before adjourning, the Committee 
set aside November 20, at 8 p.m., asa 
tentative date for a town-wide forum 
on the projected use of school 
buildings in the face of declining 

rollments, The forum will be held 
in the high school auditorium

I would also support simplified federa} 
regulation of the welfare system so that the state 
could have more freedom to close loopholes and 
terminate abuse, a procedure which would save 
both state money and federal reimbursement, 


). To what extent is it possible to achieve tax relief 
and still provide needed services? 


. We cannot achieve tax relief across the board and 
continue to provide the health, education, urban 
and unemployment services we need. Those whe 
say we can are indulging in self-serving 
demogoguery. We can reform the tax structure 80 
that middle-income people do not bear a dispropor* 
tionate share of the tax hurden. Incentives for job, 
creation in the private sector will relieve govern- 
ment (and hence the taxpayers) from some of the 
unemployment expenditures while at the samé 
time increasing the tax base from which revenues 
are derived.

Hayward announced earlier 
this week that the Regional 
Health Center is now under- 
taking pre-registration at the 
Center on weekdays from 1 
p.m. to7 p.m. and weekends 
from 9 a.m. tol p.m. He said 
that pre-registration should 
reduce the tie a patient will 
have to wai an initial 
visit to his personal physician. 

‘The Regional Health Center 
in Wilmington is composed of 
three distinct but integrated, 
functional areas. There is a 
walk-in urgent care area, 
staffed by doctors and 
registered nurses 24 hours, 
seven days per week; a 
clinical area containing lab, x- 
ray, and physical therapy 
facilities; and offices and ex- 
amining rooms for 16 doctors. 

‘The three areas are coor- 
dinated by a central ad- 
ministration.

Dracut kept pace with Chelmsford 
and head coach Ed Murphy got the 
piece that he had been waiting for 
almost 12 months to take out of 
Tewksbury’s hide.

The Redmen hung tough to battle 
the favored Middies to a 0-0 halftime 
standoff. Dracut cashed in two 
Tewksbury fumbles for touchdowns in 
the third quarter and a 14-0 lead that 
was stretched to 20-0 with 2:39 left to 
play in the game. 

The Middies recovered an Al 
Schultz fumble at the Tewksbury 10 
with 16 seconds left in the game and 
Murphy sent most of his starting 
offense, with the exception -being 
backup quarterback Kevin Conlon, 
back into the game with a 20-0 lead. 
Conlon swept left erid untouched for 
the score on the first play following 
the recovery while Aylward raged on 
the sideline in the belief that Murphy 
was trying to stigk it to the Redmen 
who nipped Dracut 15-14 a year ago on 
a controversial two point conversion 
dive by halfback Jay Petros.

Rams win showdown 


‘The Shawsheen Tech Rams wiped 
out a 14-0 Greater Lowell lead to 
‘squeak out a 15-14 win in Saturday's 
game that gave coach Bill Ritchie's 
club sole possession of first place in 
the Commonwealth“ Athletic 
Conference with a 6-0-0 record, 

It was a matchup between the 
hottest team in the CAC and Greater 
Lowell halfback Joe Fuller who is the 
state’s top scorer and the con- 
ference's leading rusher. 

‘The Rams now sport a 3-0-0 con- 
ference record in pursuit of their first- 
ever CAC championship. Shawsheen 
now has won nine straight games over 
a two year span. 

The loss dropped Greater Lowell's 
overall mark to 5-2 while the 
Gryphons are now 2-1-0 in conference 
play. 

The visitor's defense preserved the 
win as a goalline stand in the fourth 
quarter and two Mike Morris in- 
terceptions held off the hard charging 
Gryphons. 

Fuller gave Greater Lowell an 8-0 
first quarter lead when he scampered 
74 yards for a touchdown. and tallied 
the two point conversion for an 80 
Gryphon edge. It was the 23rd 
touchdown of the season for Fuller 
and it was the first points registered 
against the Rams’ first string defense 
all season. 

The points gave Fuller 142 for the 
season-and he finished with 151 yards 
in 29 carries Saturday. He rushed for 
118 yards in the first half to spark the 
Greater-Lowell attack. 

Fuller set up the second Greater- 
‘Lowell touchdown with a 40 yard punt 
return that got a drive started at the 
Rams’ 30. A 12 yard run by Fuller set 
up a 10 yard TD toss from quarter- 
back Phil Tousignant to tight end 
George Tobin. The important pass for 
the two point conversion was. in- 
complete and Greater Lowell held to a 
140 lead before the Rams got their 
offense in gear to cut the gap to 14-7 at 
halftime. 

‘Tech moved the ball from their own 


Wilmington: fullback Glen Bosteels 
drove in for the touchdown on a third 
down call. Glen toed the extra point 
to cut the Lowell lead to 14-7 at the 
half. 

The fired up Ram defense took it to 
the Gryphons in the third quarter 
before the offense cracked through for 
the winning score late in the stanza. 

‘The Rams capped the winning drive 
with a 79 yard pass-run from 
Tewksbury quarterback Scott Burke 
to Wilmington tight end Mark 
Morrissey. Shawsheen faked the one 
point kick and went with a two point 
conversion pass that was batted down. 

A pass inteference call on the play 
gave the Rams a second chance at the 

> winning score and they cashed it in 
with Bosteels cracking over from a 
half yard out for the two point conver- 
sion. 

The Shawsheen defense took over 
from that with Wilmington's 
John Peters leslie goalline stand 
in the last two minutes-of play. 

Inthe fourth quarter the Rams were 
deep in their own territory at the two 
yard line and were forced to punt, giv- 
ing the Gryphons excellent field posi- 
tion at the Shawsheen 27.

Lions power past Cats 19-6 


Power and depth were the 
difference as the Chelmsford High 
School football juggernaut rolled on 
with a 19-6 conquest of the scrappy 
Wildcats at the WHS gridiron Satur- 
day.- Junior Chris Briggs intercepted 
‘4 pair of passes, the first one setting 
up .Wilmington’s lone score, and 
junior quarterback John Robarge pac- 
ed the offense with a 15 for 25 perfor- 
mance good enough for 126 yards. 

It wasn’t quite enough however as 
coach Tom Caito's team used a power 
attack both on offense and defense as 
halfback Phil Murphy rushed for 188 
yards and scored an insurance 
touchdown in the fourth quarter to 
give Chelmsford its sixth win of the 
season and 13th straight over two 
seasons. The Lions now sport a 19-1-1 
record over their last 21 games. 

A big factor in the win was 
Chelmsford’s ability to put the clamps 
‘on the Wildcats’ running game at the 
line of scrimmage. Coach John 
Ritchie's runners managed just 38 
yards in 18 rushes while the Lions 


were ripping holes good enough for 
their six deep backfield to ramble for 
247 yards. Murphy's total gave him 
over 600 yards on the season and he'll 
attest to the fact that his offensive 
line is largely responsible for his 
superb statistics. 

Wilmington let the Lions get on the

‘The way the State Tourney set-up is, 
the league is forced to play almost 
three games per week (just look at the 
schedule). This is so they can start 
the State Tournament on November 4. 
This number of games per week is a 
contributing cause to many of the in- 
juries in our league and in other 
leagues. People forget that soccer is 
four 18-minute periods with no time 
outs, It is a game of constant moving, 
and constant thinking, and when 
games are bunched so closely, the 
body gets tired and injuries occur. 
Also, in our league, the size of many 
of the fields is a detriment to the 
game. This year, Tewksbury has one 
of the biggest fields in the league (112 
x 65) thanks to the efforts of Mickey 
Sullivan and Walter Doucette. Go 
over to Andover, no grass and a field 
about half the size; Methuen, a field 
smaller than Andover's with steel 
‘drain pipe covers exposed on the 
field; and Austin Prep, a lop-sided 
rock bed;and St. John’s, a field with a 
raised baseball diamond in one half of 
the field, and Lawrence, where you 
have glass in front of the nets. No 
wonder injuries are occurring. You 
can't play soccer the way soccer is 
meant to be played on a small field 
Every time you look up someone is 
charging at you- there is no time or 
place to move a ball unless you have 
exceptional skills. Smaller fields 
causamore collisions, more flare-ups 
and more ifijuries. Something has to 
be done to remind people that 
regulationsize fields are needed in the 
sport of soccer. Can you imagine 
playing football on a field 85 yards 
long and 45 yards wide? 


As a coach, it is hard to impress 
upon kids the many passing and 
dribbling skills of soccer when there 
is no room to move, to pass, or time to 
think. Donut rides by cars or motor 
bikes on fields in Tewksbury, 
Lawrence and Billerica, are open in- 
vitations to ankle injuries, and weird 
ball movements. I know Mickey 
Sullivan is making every effort to cor- 
rect Tewksbury’s field problems, but 
what are the other towns doing about 
the situation? One day, I would love 
to play soccer on every field, not just 
the fields big enough. They should all 
be big enough. 


I would also like to see the state ex- 
tend the season another week 80 
teams can concentrate on two games 
a week, not three-or sometimes four 
due to inclement weather. Last year 
Tewksbury played five games in one 
week. I see no reason why the season 
can't be extended to Thanksgiving.

I know that losing feeling 


drifted back to 1972 when the TMHS 
team I was a member of slumped to a 
2-6 season with the last loss being a 
13-8 heartbreaker to undefeated 
Wilmington. Wilmington scored 
twice in the fourth quarter, cashidg in 
on TMHS fumbles and wiping out a 
rather shaky 8-0 lead. 

Aylward was on the opposite 
sideline that cold Thanksgiving Day 
morning, a winner again - as he was in 
his first four seasons at Tewksbury 
with records of 5-4-1, 5-41, 91 and 8-2 
after taking over a team that had em- 
barassed itself in an 1-8 season the 
year after T graduated and went on to 
some sane endeavors. 

‘Aylward and his teams have been 
winners all their football lives. It's a 


new experience for him and it is the 
first real crisis that the Tewksbury 
football team has had to face since 
Aylward took over five years ago. 

It is a learning experience that can 
be survived however.  Aylward's 
charisma and coaching ability have 
kept many Tewksbury football 
players in the system. Some have 
gone to Shawsheen Tech and Austin 
Prep, but for the most part Aylward 
has kept a sound nucleus of players at 
Tewksbury.

We lost three games by one point in 
1972 - one loss came to Central 
Catholic 27-26 after we had led 21-0. I 
could see a losing habit developing. 
It’s hard to pinpoint exactly what 
triggered it. I just know that there 
were times when some players on that 
team didn't expect to win because 
they knew something would always 
crop up to send us tumbling back down 
the losing ladder. A fumble, an in- 
terception, the untimely penalty. 

This year's Tewksbury team has 
had a problem with beating itself. 
The Billerica and Methuen games 
could have been won. Against 
Chelmsford and Dracut the Redmen 
didn’t appear to have the manpower 
to hang in there for three quarters. 

This season is not over by any 
means however. This team is capable 
of finishing up with three wins if the 
mistakes can be avoided against Cen- 
tral Catholic, Austin Prep and 
Wilmington. 


Injuries to Paul Weitz, (arm) Tim 
Brothers (hip pointer), Dave Kiernan 
(broken jaw) and Mark Riddle 
(broken ankle) haven't helped the 
cause. Middle guard Kiernan and 
linebacker Riddle were All-MVC can- 
didates before their injuries sidelined 
them for the season. 

Good teams many times can sur- 
vive the injuries, but Tewksbury 
hasn't had super depth in recent years 
and has managed to avoid serious in- 
juries to key people.
